HOUSE OF LORDS. 
Frivay, July 15. 

LORD Hawke reported to the Houfe the amendments 
made to the twenty rcfolutions, relattve to a commercial treaty 
with Ireland. The fame were read and agrecd to, ordered to 
be printed, and to be taken into further confideration on Mon- 
‘day next, and their Lordships to be fummoned. 

.. The following are the 17th and 18th refobutions, as amend, 
ed by a Committee of the Houfe, and reported this day : 

“© That it is expedient, that fuch privileges of printing and 
Vending books, engraving prints, maps, charts, and plans, as 
are or may be legally pofieffed within Great Britain, under the 
grant of the Crown, or otherwife, and that the copy-rights of 
the authors and bookfellers, the engraved property of engra- 
vers, print and map-fellers, of Great Britain, fhould continue 
to be protected in the manner they are at prefent, by the laws 
of Great Britain; and that it is juit that meafures thould be 
taken by the Parliament of Ircland for giving the like protec- 
tion to the copy-rights of authors and bookfellers, and to the 
engraved property of the engravers, print and map-fellers of 
that kingdom. 

, © That it is expedient, that fuch exclufive rights and privi- 
leges, arifing from new inventions, as are now legally poffeffed 


within Great Britain, under letters ‘patent from the Crown, | 


fhall continue to be proteéted in the manner they are at pre- 
fent by the laws of Great Britain ; and that it is ju(t that mea- 
fares fhould be taken by the Parliament of Ireland for giving 
the like protection to fimilar rights and privileges in that king- 
‘dom ; and alfo that it is expedient that regulations fhould be 
adopted with refpe& to the paronts to be hereafter granted for 
the encouragement of new inventions, fo that the rights, privi- 
leges, and reftri¢tions therein granted and contained, thall be of 
* equal force and duration throughout Great Britain and Ireland.” 

The provifo was alfo annexed to the 4th refolution: 

“That, for the fame purpofe, it is neceffary farther, that no 

ew prohibition, or new or additional duties, thould be hereaf- 
ter impofed in either kingdom, on the exportation of any arti- 
éle of native pow produce, or manufacture, from the one 
kingdom tothe other, except fuch as either kingdom may deem 
expedient, from time to tinic, upon corn, meal, malt, flour, 
and bifcuits : “ Provided, that when any article of the growth, 
‘* produce, or manufacture of either kingdom thall be prohibir- 
** ed, by the laws of the faid kingdom, to be exported to fo- 
*: reign countries, the fame article, when exported ro the o- 
*¢ ther kingdom, ‘fhall be prohibited to be .re-exported from 
‘* thence to’any foreign countries.”’ 
. “The cotton duty bill, the bill to prohibit the exportation of 
tools ufed in the iron and fteel manufactories, and the Briti:h 
fithery bill, were read a fecond time this day, and committed 
for. Monday next. ; 

Jn a Committee on the gold and filver plate bill, the bricks 
and filk doty bill, and the flafks duty bill, went through. the 
fame, and ordered the report to be received on Monday next. 

Read a firft time the hawkers and pedlars bill, aod the Welt- 
minfter {erutiny bill. Adjourned a little after four o’clock. 

HOUSE or COMMONS, 
Fripay, July 15. 

THE medicine duty bill was reported, and ordered to be 
ingroffed. 

The Diffenters regiftery bill, and the Commiffioners of Ac- 
counts bill, were read a third time-and paffed. 

In a Committee on the tea duty bill, went through the fame, 
and ordered the report to be received on Wednefday next. Be- 
fore the Houfe went into a Committee on the above bill, an 
inftruétion was moved, to prepare a claufe for the fecuring the 
duties on candles. 

Mr Rofe-prefented “ A biil for extending the time limiced 
by an aét of this feffion for delivering in navy, victualling, and 
tranfport bills.”

The report of the tobacco bil} was then brought up, and re- 
ceived, after fome converfation between Mr Pitt, Sit Adan 
Fergufon, Alderman Warfon, and others. 

Mr Gilbert brought upthe report-of thc Committee on the 
bill obliging perfons exercifing the profefiow of Attoracy to 
take out a licenfe, when 

The Attorney-General entered at confiderable Jength into the 
various burthens to which Attornies are at prefent fubjected by 
exilting taxes, and remarked. that while perfons of that de- 
{cription were the fole fubjeéts of this tax, thofe who poffeffed 
the largeft postion of the bufinefs, fuch as conveyancers, &c. 
‘were totally exempted. He wifhed, therefore, to move that 
the bill be recommitted for the purpofe of reftriting perfons 
not duly qualified from exercifing the profeflion of Attornies. 
This, he faid, was no more than an att ex débito suffitie to 
thofe whom the duty was to attach. 





The bridging in fuch a claufe was oppofed by Mr Pitt, the 
Speaker, and many others, principally on the {core of order ; 
being of opinion that after the Committee of Ways and Means 
was clofed, it would be hiighly improper to extend the opera 
tion of any tax beyond what was fpecificd in the faid Com- 
sir Fohnftone'did not With fur any fuch reftrictions, as 
he thought it would be much for the advantage of the country, 
if every man was his owa lawyer. This, he faid, would pre- 
vent nine-tenths of litigated property from coming into the 
hands of gentlemen of the pro eflion, 

Counfellor Scott was of a diffeyent opinion, as being con- 
vinced that if nine-tenths of litigated property come now tnto 
the hands of lawyers, the remaining tenth would be added, 
were the Hon. Baronet’s wifh to take place, At leaft, he 
made no doubt but nine-tenths of what he derived from the 
pra@ice of his profefhon, was — by the ignorance of 
perfons interfering in the bufinefs who were totally unacquaiot- 
it. 

‘ Me Df. A. Taylor {poke alfo in behalf of the Attornies, and 
pledged himfelf to introduce a bill next feihon, for remedying 
the defects of this. 

The obfervations made by cthers on the fubjeé& are too nu- 
merous to be repeated ; the motion, however, was for the pre- 
fent withdrawn, merely in compliance with order 5 the gencrat 
opinion being, that fome regulations were neceflary to be made 
next feflion. ‘The report was then made, and tle bill read a 
third time ; after which the Houfe adjourned.

LONDON, Fuly 16. 

It is now talked of, that Parliament will be prorogued either 
the next or the following weck, in order to give time for the 
more deliberate difcuffion of the Irifh refolutions. 

The late numerous creation of peerages in treland was 
doubtlefs brought about With an eye to the commercial regula- 
tions. What effed thefe may have in England is at prefvnt 
uncertain ; but the Irif_i will prabably owe to them no incon- 
fiderable part of their nobility. By gratifying the ambition of 
certain perfons, fome of the principal leaders of oppofition may 
be taken off. In the year'1713, when it was found neceflary 
to approve of the peace of Utrecht, a fimilar addition to the 
peerage here took place. 

Yelterday, difpatches were fent off from Lord Sydney’s of- 
fice, to the Duke of Rutland, ar Dublin Caitle. 

We hear, that Minifters do not now mean to pufh the Irifh 
Refolutions through the lrifh Parliament this fetlion ; but that 
on their arrival in the fifter kingdom, it is their intention to 
move for them to be printed, and allow time for their ample 
difeuflion. , In confequence’ of this refolution, our own Parlia- 
ment will be prorogued in the courfe of next wak, or early in 
that which enfues. 

The Directors of the India Company have come to a refo- 
lution of taking up thirty-feven fhips, for the fervice of the en- 
fuing year. 

In {pite of all the artifices of procraftination, &c. and other 
finefics of politicians, a war between the ‘lurks and Ruflians 
feems inevitable, in which alfo the Emperor will take a part. 
This will probably terminate in the further retrenchment, if not 
total overthrow of the Turkith empire in Europe ; at all events, 
may prevent reftlefs fpirits from cutting throats nearer home. 

The merchants of Rotterdam and Amiterdam are in the 
greateft anxiety refpecting the publication of the Imperial code 
of commercial laws for regulating the trade of the Aultrian 
Low Countries, being apprehenfive, that the many immunities 
which the Emperor may hold out to all who thal! ferle in his 
ports, will transfer thither the molt valuable branches of their 
internal commerce from the United Provinces. 

Advices are received from the Vice Conful at Leghorn of 
the roth of June, that a Danith thip had arrived cicre from 
Simyrna in twenty-fix days, the captain of which brought in- 
telligence, that the plague was entirely ceafed in the Levant, 
there having been uo appearance of it be a month previous to 
his failing from that port, where trade began to revive, and fe- 
veral fhips were oa theiat Of coming to England and other 
places. 

A report prevailed yeilerday, that the King of Spain had 
entered lato a negociation with the Emperor of Morocco, by 
which it was ftipulated that the latter thould reftrain his fub- 
jects, under the fevereft penalties, from fupplying the garrifoa 
of Gibraltar with any provifions from the African fhore. ‘L'his 
intelligence certainly comes in a very quettionable fhape ; as 
fuch a treaty mult be equally impolitic and imbecile, it not 
being difficult to fupply the troops of that fortrefs with the ne- 
ceflaries of life from Falmouth, Cork, and other ports in Ire- 
land, from whence fupplies were con{tantly fent up the Streights 
tothe Englith at ‘Tangier in the reign of Charles {1, 

An unprecedented accident happeved at the Prufian Am- 
baffador’s houfe oa Saturday ths gth inftant. Some villaia 
found means to fecrete himfelf in his Excellency’s clofet, and 
rifled his‘drawess of various parcels and letters of the greateft 
fecrefy and confequence. This has been kept a mott profound 
fecret for fome. days, to facilitate a difcovery ; but hitherto the 
culprit has efcaped with impunity. 

fp a town near Leeds, 2 few days ago, a Quaker was con- 
victed before a magiftrate for riding on the fhatt of his carriage, 
and fined in the fum of 4-8. the friend very readily put down 
two guineas ; on which the Juttice replied, you are to have 
2s.in change. No, no, fays the Quaker, thou hatt had fome 
trouble in this affair, fo keep the two guineas, only thou mayeft 
as well give me a bit of a receipt for it, and accordingly he 
wrote one upon unitampt paper. ‘The Quaker immediately 
laid an information againtt the Ju(tice for the fame, and he 
was made to pay a penalty of 5 1.
